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Dear Sir: 

I was interested in the story on Dr. Edgar 
F. Berman which appeared in the September 
issue. Dr. Berman is without question a well 
travelled and experienced physician, and his 
plans to enter the Thoroughbred breeding field 
is welcome news indeed. 

I am puzzled, however, by Dr. Berman’s 
apparent lack of understanding of veterinary 
medicine. Although this profession is much 
younger and less experienced than human med¬ 
icine, recent advances, particularly in the field 
or research, are certainly indicative of progress. 
I suppose that the degree of Dr. Berman’s 
understanding may be closely related to his 
exposure to the profession. 

For example, if Dr. Berman had the oppor¬ 
tunity to visit some educational institutions, I 
do not believe that he would have the concept 
expressed in the story. The various announce¬ 
ments concerning The Johns Hopkins Medical 
School’s interest in entering into equine re¬ 
search would lead one to believe that little or 
nothing was being done at veterinary medical 
institutions in this country. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. The enclosed report 
outlines equine research presently underway 
in the United States. As you will note, this 
was assembled by the Mark L. Morris Founda¬ 
tion. 

Dr. Berman may also be interested in the 
scope of research being conducted by the 
faculty of the University of Pennsylvania 
School of Veterinary Medicine. I am enclosing 
some information on this activity, as well as 
two reprints dealing with veterinary medicine 
as a medical science. I am sending a copy of 
this letter and the various reprints directly to 
Dr. Berman.

Jack Dreyfus Praised 

Dear Sir: 

As you are no doubt aware, the Choker 
Syndicate has been dissolved and the horse 
returned to Hobeau Farm. This, I feel, entails 
a great loss to the Maryland breeding industry. 

The return of Choker to Hobeau Farm has 
caused a great deal of conjecture and rumor 
regarding the horse. I would like to take this 
opportunity to set the record straight. 

Choker was purchased for stud duty in 
Maryland through Elmer Heubeck, manager of 
Jack Dreyfus’ Hobeau Farm. The Double Jay 
horse appeared to have all necessary pre- 
requisities for stallion duty. He was a winner 
of $217,000, boasted an excellent pedigree 
and looked to be a thoroughly sound investment 
for the very fine group of syndicate members 
who were assembled. 

Unfortunately, although preliminary semen 
samples appeared normal, Choker was found 
to be incapable of settling his mares. The 
shortcoming was traced to an infection. 

Veterinary opinion indicated that recovery 
would be difficult, if not impossible. Mr. 
Dreyfus was advised of this unexpected 
development by Mrs. Danny Shea, Jr., the 
manager of the syndicate. Mr. Dreyfus was, 
of course, surprised and disappointed. 

Mr. Dreyfus was under no obligation to 
offer anything more than sympathy. But, in a 
completely unprecedented move, he suggested 
that the horse’s purchase price be refunded to 
Mrs. Shea. 

Needless to say, Mrs. Shea immediately 
accepted this offer. 

The purpose of this letter is to call attention 
to Mr. Dreyfus’ extraordinary decision. It is 
refreshing in this imperfect world of ours to 
point with pride to men such as Mr. Dreyfus. 

The honesty and integrity of Mr. Dreyfus 
and his farm manager, Elmer Heubeck, are 
commendable, to say the least. 

I am sure that I speak for all syndicate 
members in thanking Mr. Dreyfus for his 
generosity.

len Maryland horse breeding farms opened their gates to the public on Sunday, October 22, 
and, before the day was over, farm owners estimated that 8,000 men, women and children had 
paid them a visit. 

An admission charge of $1 per adult and 50 cents per child (those under 7 years of age 
were admitted free) produced nearly $4,000 in revenue for the Johns Hopkins University’s 
Equine Research Center. 

Co-sponsors of the Farm Tour were the Laurel Race Course and the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association.

As had been expected, Alfred Gwynne Van¬ 
derbilt’s Sagamore Farm proved the biggest 
attraction. Nearly 50 per cent of the total gate 
revenue was collected at the Baltimore county 
farm. 

The No. 2 attraction from the standpoint 
of attendance and admissions was Mrs. Garvin 
Tankersley’s Al-Marah Farm, located in Mont¬ 
gomery county, midway between Washington 
and Frederick.

The other nine farms on the tour all specialize in the production of Thoroughbreds for race 
track competition. 

The principal attraction at Mr. Vanderbilt s 580-acre Sagamore Farm was the great stallion 
Native Dancer. Harold H. Ferguson, Sagamore’s manager, did not permit the gray horse to be 
taken from his stall, but spectators were allowed to peer at him through his screen. 

Perfect early fall weather prevailed throughout the morning and afternoon. 

Seventy-five volunteer workers manned the ten farms, collecting admissions, handing out 
horse literature and selling copies of The Maryland Horse. Approximately 200 magazines 
were sold to the public.

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Most of the volunteers were students from 
the Garrison Forest, Hannah More and Mc- 
Donogh Schools and Goucher College. These 
students received box lunches as their only 
reward for their work. 

All of the farms were assigned as least one 
adult volunteer in addition to the students. 

Thinking already in terms of a 1968 tour, 
the sponsoring officials sought out complaints 
and suggestions from the public at all of the 
farms. 

The principal recommendations were: 

1. Better and more detailed maps showing 
farm locations. 

2. Information on each farm, explaining 
what is to be seen on each farm. 

It was also suggested that more notice be 
given in the newspapers regarding the times 
for special programs such as were held at Al- 
Marah and Merryland Farm. 

Mrs. Tankersley twice provided riding and 
driving exhibitions at her farm, and Merryland 
put on a race track training demonstration 
during the morning hours. 

Members of the Maryland General Assembly 
and the States Tourism Committee were taken 
on a bus tour of three of the farms on the same 
day as the Farm Tour, but this did not involve 
Johns Hopkins or the Laurel race course. 

The expenses for this junket (under the 
direction of Thomas R. O’Farrell) were paid 
by the M.H.B.A. 

Owners of the ten farms involved in the 
open house reported to Tour officials that the 
public was wonderfully courteous, neat and 
orderly.

Mrs. Robert A. Leonard, wife of the 
M.H.B.A’s president, expressed the sentiments 
of all ten farm owners when she said that 
Glade Valley Farm "looked as neat and clean 
the day after the tour as it did the day before.” 

Dr. and Mrs. Leonard operate Glade Valley, 
one of the State’s largest Thoroughbred estab¬ 
lishments. 

Mrs. Richard C. duPont provided volunteers 
working at her Woodstock Farm with an un¬ 
expected gift. Each worker was given an ash 
tray bearing Kelso’s photograph. 

Early planning for the Tour was done by 
William Bowen, an owner-breeder member of 
the M.H.B.A. Mr. Bowen was chairman of the 
Tour Committee. But several weeks before the 
Tour was held Mr. Bowen became ill and was 
hospitalized. 

After Mr. Bowen’s incapacitation, Robert 
Eldredge, a member of the M.H.B.A.’s office 
staff, assumed command and successfully com¬ 
pleted the planning. 

Emanuel Levin represented the Laurel race 
course. His principal function was the pro¬ 
duction of advance publicity, which he accom¬ 
plished in commendable fashion. 


The volunteer work done by many persons 
was extraordinarially generous, but, in the final 
analysis, the bulk of the strain and pressure 
fell on the owners of the ten farms.

What’s New 

In Maryland 



Auction Building Destroyed 

More than 300 persons and 50 horses and 
ponies escaped injury last month when the 
Bar S auction stables in Melrose, Md., burned 
completely to the ground. 

Firefighting equipment from Manchester, 
Lineboro, Pleasant Valley and Pleasant Hills 
responded to a general alarm when hay ignited 
in the rear of the Carroll county barn. 

Spectators and horse dealers led all the animals 
to safety and managed to save auction sale 
records, but an undetermined number of 
saddles, boots and clothing was destroyed. 
Jerry Farrow, owner of the barn, was unable to 
estimate the damage. 

Witnesses said the fire spread very quickly 
through the 100 by 300-foot building and 
ignited an adjacent dance hall and storage 
building. Both were destroyed within minutes. 

Native Dancer Colt Sold 

The Native Dancer colt who elicited a bid 
of $45,000 in the Eastern Fall Sales has been 
sold by the Fasig-Tipton Company to Mrs. 
Robert P. Smith for $40,000. 

Robert Burke, a Virginia horseman, had 
stated after “purchasing” the colt at the Ti- 
monium auction that he was representing 
Winston Guest as an agent. But Mr. Guest 
later disclaimed any knowledge of the trans¬ 
action. 

The result was that the Fasig-Tipton Com¬ 
pany owned the colt for a few days. Edgar M. 
Lucas, consignor of the Native Dancer-Alida 
colt, was paid $45,000, less the auction com¬ 
pany’s normal 5 per cent commission. 
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Lawrence E. Ensor, Jr., Fasig-Tip ton’s assist¬ 
ant manager, went to work on a private sale 
for the yearling. After considerable negotiating, 
Mr. Ensor sold the colt to Trainer George 
Handy who was acting as agent for Mrs. Smith. 

Mrs. Smith had been underbidder on the 
colt at the Eastern FalL Mr. Handy said that 
the horsewoman had gone to “forty or forty- 
two thousand” for him. 

Fasig-Tipton has received assurance from Mr. 
Burke that he will make good the $5,000 
difference between what it paid Mr. Lucas and 
what it received from Mrs. Smith. 

A. P. Smithwick Feted 

Former steeplechase jockey Paddy Smithwick 
and New York Racing Association assistant 
racing secretary Bud Hyland were honored at 
the annual Turf Benevolent Association dinner 
in New York last month. 

The T.B.A., comprised mainly of members 
employed in the pari-mutuel department of the 
New York Racing Association (Aqueduct, 
Belmont Park and Saratoga), yearly honors 
renowned racing personalities. 

Smithwick, all-time steeplechase great from 
Monkton, Md. and currently training horses 
at Belmont Park, retired as a steeplechase 
jockey last year after sustaining serious injuries 
in a spill at Monmouth Park. 

The tall, lean 40-year-old Smithwick was 
four-time national riding champion. He shat¬ 
tered almost every record in the book in races- 
won, stakes-won, most races-rode and money- 
won. 

In 20 years of riding on major race tracks 
and hunt meetings Smithwick won more than 
400 races and earned more than $1,800,000. 
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Tudor Power Purchased 

The 5-year-old stallion Tudor Power has 
been purchased by the Big G Ranch and will 
stand the 1968 season at the Nanjemoy (Md.) 
farm owned by Mr. and Mrs. Marvin Green. 

Tudor Power is by *Tudor Minstrel out of 
Magic Spell by * Flushing 2nd. 

Never out of the money in five starts, Tudor 
Power had his racing career cut short when he 
fractured a leg in his sixth race. 

Mr. and Mrs. Green purchased the young 
stallion from the estate of J. R. Myers. In¬ 
cluded in the transaction were four brood¬ 
mares and two weanlings. Both weanlings are 
by Tudor Power and are representatives of his 
first crop of foals. 

New Pimlico Barns 

Two new barns—each of which will 
accommodate 56 horses—are under construction 
at Pimlico. Charles J. Lang, the track’s director 
of racing, says the barns will be ready for 
Pimlico’s winter meeting which commences 
January 2. 

The barns, located on the backstretch side 
of the track, are 385 feet long, have 12-foot by 
12-foot stalls which are floored in macadam, 
steel doors and 22 sleeping rooms for the help. 

Lang says that following the Preakness this 
May all old barns on the backstretch side at 
Pimlico will be razed and new barns 
constructed. 

One of the new barns is shown in the 
photograph at the right. The picture above is 
of a new heavy equipment building constructed 
at Pimlico this fall.

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New Stallions, Expanded Facilities 
Place Woodstock Farm With Sagamore

Ever since middle-aged men were little 
boys Sagamore Farm has been the focal point 
of the Maryland horse breeding industry. 

Breeders who could afford the investment 
have sought seasons for their mares to Mary¬ 
land’s great stallion Native Dancer. Or, if a 
$20,000 stud fee proved out of reach, they may 
have settled for something a little cheaper. 
Kauai King at $10,000, Globemaster at $5,000 
or Restless Native at $1,500. 

Four stallions of such class have put Alfred 


Gwynne Vanderbilts Sagamore Farm in a 
separate category in Maryland. 

The farm, which Mr. Vanderbilt inherited 
from his mother 35 years ago, has had no 
challenger for No. 1 ranking. 

But now a contender is commencing to take 
its place alongside Sagamore 

The farm is Woodstock. It is located near 
Chesapeake City in Cecil county. It is owned 
by Mrs. Richard C. duPont. 

Although Mrs. duPont has made Wood- 
stock her home since I960, it was only during 
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the past ten months that she built facilities for 
stallions. 

Now the barns are up and the paddocks 
fenced. Three stallions stand in Woodstock’s 
stud barn, awaiting the 1968 season. 

And what a fine trio they are! 

From Canada Mrs. duPont has lured 
Nearctic. His stud fee is $10,000 ("I’m certain 
we’ll raise him to $15,000 in 1969”), he’s 
consistently ranked with the nation’s best 
stallions, and he is already the sire of such out¬ 
standing runners as Northern Dancer and Cool 
Reception. 

From New Jersey has come Mari beau. His 
stud fee is $7,500. He was a leader of the 
3-year-old division of 1965 until injured, is 
by *Ribot and out of the mare which pro¬ 
duced Tosmah and Fathers Image. 

And from Maryland’s Carroll county has 
come Nade, the unraced # Nasrullah stallion 
who electrified the Maryland racing public 
when, from his first crop, came New Windsor, 
holder of Pimlico’s five-furlong track record. 
Nade, who was bred by Mrs. duPont, stands 
for a $500 fee. 

Acquiring these stallions in less than a year 
is no mean achievement, but this is far from 
the complete story at Woodstock. 

Vast numbers of the farm’s 1,250 acres have, 
during the past ten months, been converted 
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from open fields to horse pastures—each sur¬ 
rounded by the finest of board fences. New 
broodmare barns have been constructed to 
complement the four-stall stallion barn. New 
roads have been laid out and hard-surfaced. 

And, perhaps most important of all, has 
come from Kentucky a veteran horseman to 
oversee the vast operation. 

Forty-five-year-old Perry Alexander com¬ 
menced his Woodstock employment January 1, 
1967. His three children (aged 18, 19 and 21) 
all attend college in Lexington (the University 
of Kentucky and Transylvania College). Mrs. 
Alexander lives with her husband in one of 
Mrs. duPont’s several farm houses. 

Asked about his previous employment, Mr. 
Alexander said: "Except for four years in the 
Air Force I had been at Greentree since 
1930.” 

In 1930, Perry was 8 years old. 

"That was the year,” explained the farm 
manager, "that my dad went to work at Green- 
tree. He was in charge of all the foaling mares. 
He retired three years ago.” 

Perry, himself, went on the Greentree pay¬ 
roll in 1946. He would have started earlier, but 
World War II had first call on his employ¬ 
ment from 1942 through 1946. During that 
Air Force phase of his career he became a 
staff sergeant and was crew chief of a B-29. 

Asked for the statistics on Woodstock Farm

and Mrs. duPont’s Thoroughbred holdings, 
Perry replied: "This farm has about 1,250 
acres, but that’s only half of Mrs. duPont’s 
acreage in this area. Altogether I think she 
has about 2,300 acres. 

"She’s got 35 broodmares, fifteen horses in 
training (including yearlings) on the farm 
and nine horses in the racing stable at the 
track. 

"It’s a funny thing, but all nine of the 
horses at the track are fillies. The yearlings, 
though, are mostly colts. We’ve got twelve 
yearlings—eight colts and four fillies. 

"The big horse is, of course, Politely. But 
Cestrum is a good one, too. She’s won over 
$ 100 , 000 . 

"We’ve got over 90 stalls here on this farm, 
and we’ve made arrangements with Marshall 
Glass to lease some of his stalls during the 
breeding season." 

Handling the stallions for Woodstock Farm 
is W. H. Watts, also imported from Greentree. 
Mr. Watts had been at Greentree seventeen 
years when lured to Maryland by Alexander on 
January 15, 1967. 

Heading Mrs. duPont’s 35-mare roster are 
three matrons who would knock the eyeballs 
out of any breeder. They are: 

• Maid of Flight, the dam of Kelso. She 



has a Swaps weanling colt and is in foal to 
Mongo. 

• Spicy Living, winner of $251,000. She 
has a Swoon’s Son weanling filly and is in 
foal to Native Dancer. 

• Morn Again, the dam of Politely. She has 
a First Landing weanling filly, is barren and 
will be bred in 1968 to Hail To Reason. 

Each of these mares has an intriguing his¬ 
tory full of exceptional incidents. 

Maid of Flight (by Count Fleet out of 
Maidoduntreath) is a foal of 1951. Her 10- 
year-old son Kelso earned more money 
($1,977,000) than any other horse in the 
history of racing. 

Is Maid of Flight hard to get in foal now 
that she’s 16 years old? 

"Would you believe one cover on the ninth 
day?” asked Mr. Alexander. 

Smiling as he recalled the mare’s 1967 
mating to Mongo, Perry said: "We shipped 
her and her Swaps colt to Virginia on her 
ninth day after foaling. We left here at 9 A.M. 
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Bred her to Mongo in the afternoon, put her 
back on the van and got her home to Chesa¬ 
peake City by 7 that evening. We didn’t think 
we could be lucky enough to have her caught. 
But she never came in season again. When 
the vet examined her, she was in foal!” 

Spicy Living (* Gallant Man-*Rivaz by 
Nearco) was a foal of I960. Bred and raced by 
Miss E. R. Sears, the filly had her big season 
as a 3-year-old, earning $207,924 that year. 
Unfortunately for Miss Sears, the great, de¬ 
ceased Lamb Chop was in the same generation. 
Lamb Chop was the unanimous selection as 
the season’s best 3-year-old filly. Spicy Living 
was second. 

Morn Again (Sun Again-Morning by 
American Flag) is a foal of 1954. She was 
purchased by Mrs. duPont from the Maryland 
Fall Sales at Timonium in 1961 for $10,200. 
Consigned by Daniel G. Van Clief, Morn 
Again was sold barren to the cover of *Tomy 
Lee. When purchased by Mrs. duPont, Morn 
Again showed a suspicious breeding record. 
She had produced her first and only foal (Toot, 
by Royal Note) in 1959. She was barren for 
1960, 1961 and 1962. 

Bred in 1962 by Mrs. duPont to the now de¬ 
ceased * Amerigo, she produced Politely the

following spring. In subsequent seasons her 
breeding record has been excellent. Heaven 
and Earth (a colt by Globemaster) was foaled 
in 1964 and Encore d’Or (a filly by Pied 
d’Or) was foaled in 1965. 

Politely is the second best mare of the 1967 
season. Winner of nearly $200,000 the 4-year- 
old climaxed her current campaign by win¬ 
ning the Matchmaker Stakes at Atlantic City 
in September. 

The Matchmaker is unique in that the 
owners of the first three finishers receive 1968 
breeding seasons to Hail To Reason, Round 
Table and Jaipur. As the owner of the winner 
Mrs. duPont had first choice. She selected Hail 
To Reason and recently announced that Morn 
Again will be the mare sent to the wonder¬ 
fully successful *Turn-to stallion. 

In addition to her service to Hail To Reason, 


Mrs. duPont gained $30,000 in cash from the 
Atlantic City race. 

Training Mrs. duPont’s all-filly racing stable 
is George Baker, a man in his mid to late 
30’s who was born in Silver Spring, Md. Mr. 
Baker got most of his early training under 
Jim Radney at Mrs. E. H. Augustus’s Kes¬ 
wick Farm. 

Mrs. duPont came to hire Baker through 
Alexander’s recommendation. 

Baker, of course, is too recent an employee 
to have been involved with Kelso when that 
great gelding was amassing his world record 
money title. 

Kelso was a product of Carl Hanford’s 
training, the little, genial horseman having 
saddled him in all races except his three starts 
as a 2-year-old. During his 2-year-old season 
Kelso was trained by John M. Lee. He won 
first time out and then was twice second. 

Hanford took over Mrs. duPont’s stable at 
the end of the 1959 season. 

As a 3-year-old in I960, Kelso made nine 
starts, won eight times, including six stakes. 

When Kelso was retired as a 9-year-old (his 
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last start resulted in a fourth place finish in 
a six-furlong allowance race at Hialeah on 
March 2, 1966), Hanford and Mrs. duPont 
parted company. 

Today Kelso is being "trained” by Lana 
duPont, the owner’s daughter. But the training 
has no race track connotation. Miss duPont is 
schooling the gelding for dressage and show 
ring performance. 

Says Alexander: "Lana rides him every 
morning. He’s learning fast, too.” 

Kept on a stool outside the Great Horse’s 
stall is a pile of carrots. Every time Mrs. duPont 
passes his stall (a frequent, daily occurrence) 
she pauses to give her horse a chomp. 

The carrot momentarily takes Kelso’s mind 
off one of his few vices. When eating, he 
can’t crib. When not eating, he cribs whenever 
he has a mind to—and that is sometimes quite 
often. 

Asked about the absence of a cribbing strap, 
Mrs. duPont said: "When he stopped racing 
we took that off of him, and we’re never going 
to put it back on. He can crib just as often and 
as much as he wants.” 

It was as though the sportswoman had said 
that Kelso had earned the right to engage in 
whatever vice he enjoys. 

Leaving Kelso and returning to her office (a 
former two-room post office which Mrs. 
duPont purchased and had moved to her 
farm), the sportswoman commented on the

new horse organization which she recently 
formed with the help of Bryan Field, former 
general manager of Delaware Park. 

The organization is called "Cecil County 
Chesapeake Thoroughbreds” and is designed 
to stimulate horse breeding in the Cecil 
County-Chesapeake City area. 

Members pay dues, use a newly-devised 
emblem on their advertising and meet with 
others who belong to the organization to dis¬ 
cuss regional problems. 

It is a matter of record that Mrs. duPont 
was the first to commence the horse breeding 
boom in Chesapeake City, and it is equally clear 
that she remains its driving force. 

Kelso, retired now for nearly two years, 
was the sportswoman’s first major stakes win¬ 
ner. He was truly great and is not likely to be 
duplicated. But when the Great Horse raced 
he was, in Carl Hanford’s words, "the only 
thing I got.” It seems safe to say that George 
Baker will have more good horses in the years 
ahead than Carl had during his seven years 
with Bohemia. 

Only thing is, Carl had the Great Horse. 

George should have many, many good 
ones. •

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Hard Work And Boundless Energy 
Spell Profit For Tom 0’Farrell

Horse breeding was begun at the Windy 
Hills Farm near Westminster a little more than 
25 years ago by two brothers who bought a 
$125 broodmare and bred her to a stallion 
free of charge. 

The resulting foal was sold as a yearling 
for $900—and the O’Farrell brothers were on 
their way. 

Today, the older brother, Joseph M. O’Far¬ 
rell, is acknowledged to be the man who made 
the Florida Thoroughbred breeding industry. 
The younger brother, Thomas R. O’Farrell, has 


stayed at home—never quite achieving Joe’s 
national fame but prospering handsomely, 
nevertheless. 

During the past fifteen years, Tom has been: 
a State senator, a member of the House of 
Delegates, president of an auction company, 
real estate dealer, insurance man, antique 
dealer, automobile dealer, farm equipment 
dealer and, most important of all, a horse 
breeder. 

Now the sole owner of his 287-acre Carroll 
county farm (Tom bought out his brother’s 
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interest several years ago), Mr. O’Farrell has 
strong feelings on every facet of the Maryland 
Thoroughbred industry. 

"People say you can’t make money out of 
raising horses," says the 5 2-year-old farmer- 
politician-businessman. "Well, right here is 
proof that you can. I was born and raised on 
part of this farm, but the other part (150 
acres) was bought and built by horses. Cheap 
horses, too. The kind they’re always knocking. 

"The thing about the horse business is that 
a man figures as soon as he buys a horse that 
money will jump in his pocket. What they’ve 
gotta learn is that just because it’s the sport 
of kings, that don’t make you a king when 
you buy race horses. 

"You see these fellows walking around in 
$400 suits they haven’t paid for. They think 
they’re something special just because they’ve 
got a horse or two. All of a sudden they’re 
too proud to work. 

"Well, in the horse business you’ve gotta 
work to keep the overhead down. I’m not too 
good to ride a tractor and mow grass. I don’t 


handle the pitchfork much, but I’m still work¬ 
ing all the time. Last night we were working 
until 2 o’clock on the books. 

"Sure I make money out of running a horse 
farm. I’ll tell you when this farm stops making 
money she’ll be sold. I’m not in it for fun. 

"What’s the key? Energy, mostly. That and 
a reasonable amount of judgment. Sometimes 
you see a guy with energy and no judgment. 
He goes out and throws away a half-million 
dollars in five or six years. Buys a lot of ex¬ 
pensive junk. The most I ever paid for a horse 
was $4,000, and that was the worst deal I 
ever made. She was nothing. 

"I have to go conservative because this is 
my business. I’m no blue-blooded millionaire. 
Joe and I started out with nothing. 

"We bought a mare named La Canter from 
Dr. (I. W.) Frock for $125 in 1941. She was 
our first horse. She had been running in cross 
country races. Joe and I rode her the twelve 
miles from Doc Frock’s farm in Manchester 
to our farm here in Westminster. 

"Then the next spring we bred her to Wave

"We never asked Janon what the stud fee 
would be. So before we left our house we 
gathered up all the cash we had in the place. 
Took her down there, bred her and put her 
back on the trailer. 

"Then we asked Janon what the stud fee 
was. He said: I’m not charging you boys any¬ 
thing. If nobody had never helped me I’d have 
never gotten started either.’ 

"That mare’s first foal was Prince Canter. 
We sold him to Charles Meister as a yearling 
for $900. He went on to win between twelve 
and fifteen thousand.” 

To say that the O’Farrell brothers have 
prospered in the horse business since La Canter 
(b.m., 1936, by Canter-*La Marsa by Ecouen, 
bred by James N. Barnes) would be an under¬ 
statement. 

Joe has for the last eleven years been gen¬ 
eral manager of the famed Ocala Stud in 
Florida, and both of the brothers are stock¬ 
holders in the corporation which owns the 
farm. 

In addition to his 500 shares of Ocala Stud 
stock, Tom owns and keeps at his Windy Hills 
Farm in Westminster seventeen broodmares, 
seven weanlings and thirteen yearlings. 

Although he owns outright none of the ten 
stallions at Windy Hills, he has equity in 
several. The farm has stalls for 105 horses. 
There are eight miles of white-painted fences 
and numerous new barns, one of which has 
an indoor jogging ring. 

Last spring there were 65 foals born at 
Windy Hills. To the eight stallions which 
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Rolling hills of O'Farrell's 287- 
acre spread are below. Farm has 
been in family since 1887 when 
bought by Tom's grandparents. 
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stood there at that time there were 128 mares 
bred. 

Statistics such as these stamp Windy Hills 
as one of the nation’s largest breeding farms— 
a fact about which Mr. O’Farrell is under¬ 
standably proud. 

"I owe it all to one horse,” said Tom. "His 
name is Rough’n Tumble. 

"Rough’n Tumble is not only the father of 
the O’Farrells, he’s the father of the Florida 
breeding industry, too. 

"We got him through Humphrey Finney. 
Finney told us: ‘He’s just a cheap horse, but 
he’s got testicles.’ 

“I always loved that horse. It was the way 
he looked, I guess. Joe liked another stud we 


had at the same time better. His name was 
Combat Boots. 

"I bred everything I had to Rough’n Tumble. 
Sold a crop of Rough’n Tumble yearlings to 
Bruce Campbell and paid off the mortgage on 
the old farm. Later I sold two shares in Rough’n 
Tumble to J. L. McKnight of the 3M Company 
for $35,000 and bought this second farm. 
That’s how Mr. McKnight came to breed Dr. 
Fager. Looks like I’d have done better to keep 
a share, doesn’t it? 

"Now I’ve got no shares left to sell. But 
Ocala Stud owns fifteen shares in the horse, 
and I own a piece of Ocala Stud. 

"I’ve been blessed, too, with two wonderful 
workers in Mary Helen Conover and Ralph

Still living with Tom and his wife, Ger¬ 
trude, is Tom’s 91-year-old mother who is 
one of Maryland’s best known antique dealers. 

"My mother and father bought this farm 
in 1902 from my mother’s mother and father. 
They had bought it in 1887. My grandfather’s 
name was Michael McCaffrey. Mother was 
born in Libertytown when her parents were 
farming there. 

"My father’s father came from Ireland to 
work on the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal. That 
was before the Civil War. He spent all day 
looking a mule in the tail. 

"He wound up buying a farm in Hancock. 


Dad was the youngest in the family. He was 
running a hotel in Westminster when he met 
mother. 

"Mother got interested in antiques through 
Mrs. Walter Buck down in the Green Spring 
Valley. Mrs. Buck said she knew good antiques 
when she saw them and mother knew every¬ 
body in Carroll county. So on Sundays Mrs. 
Buck would drive up in her big car and all 
us kids would pile in and we’d drive around 
Carroll county looking for antiques. 

"Mother’s had six strokes and broke her hip. 
But she’s still got good spirit.” 

Tom, a director of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association, has six children and six 
grandchildren.

He is a forceful politician and is well re¬ 
membered by breeders as a key figure in the 
passage of legislation in 1962 which created 
the remarkably successful Maryland Fund pro¬ 
gram. 

At that time Mr. O’Farrell was a member 
of the House of Delegates. Those close to the 
scene recall that House Bill 106 was lying 
forgotten under a pile of never-to-be-voted-on 
bills when Tom rescued it and brought it to 
the surface. 

With O’Farrell and Gordon Boone prodding 
other delegates, the bill went to the floor with 
a favorable committee recommendation and 
was subsequently passed. 

"Nothing in Maryland’s horse breeding his¬ 
tory has been as important to the industry as 
House Bill 106,” says Mr. O’Farrell. "That’s 
why I’ve expanded and that’s why others have 
gotten into the business. 

"What did we have to look forward to 
before House Bill 106? Nothing. Bad yearling 
prices and bad breeding stock. Now a man 
not only has a chance, he can also positively 
make money out of the business. 

"Now I’m working on the training center 
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bill. I think this will be a wonderful thing 
for the State. 

"Everywhere you look there’s terrific pro¬ 
duction of horses and not enough stalls for 
trainers. This bill wouldn’t hurt anybody, and 
it would do the industry an awful lot of good. 

"This bill is being pushed real hard by the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association, and I’m 
a director of that organization. I don’t always 
agree with board decisions, but I like this one. 

"I don’t agree with Dr. (Robert A.) Leon¬ 
ard (the M.H.B.A.’s president) when he says 
the big need in Maryland is for better stallions. 
I think the big need is for better mares. 

"We’ve got a lot of nice stallions in Mary¬ 
land. But it’s with the mares that we’re weak. 
Hell, I know for myself. I’ve got seventeen 
mares and out of that lot I ought to keep three 
and sell fourteen. 

"In any successful breeding operation it’s 
the mares that do the job.” 

How does Mr. O’Farrell reconcile this state¬ 
ment with his obvious Rough’n Tumble suc¬ 
cess? 

"He was an exceptional stallion,” replied 
Tom. "He made good mares out of hundred 
dollar horses.” • 
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Broodmare Miss Orestes Tops 
Maryland Fall Sale At $35,000 


JL he 12-year-old broodmare Miss Orestes 
brought the highest price of the 360 horses 
sold in the 29th annual Maryland Fall Sales 
held last month at Timonium. 

The mare was knocked down to Dr. James 
H. Buell on a bid of $35,000. Dr. Buell, a 
California veterinarian, later revealed that he 
had bought Miss Orestes for the account of 
Fletcher Jones’ Westerly Stud, located near 
Los Angeles, California. 

Miss Orestes, a stakes-winner of $119,000, 
was sold as being in foal to Mongo. 

The mare was one of 66 horses consigned 
to the four-day auction by the estate of Alfred 
T. Taylor. L. Clay Camp represented Mr. 
Taylor’s estate as agent. 

Mr. Taylor, a Virginia breeder, died suddenly 
in August at the age of 59. 

He had operated both the Aldo Farm and 
the Wyenoke Farm up until the time of his 
death. His Thoroughbred holdings were 
completely dispersed in last month’s auction. 
The consignment included fifteen horses of

racing age, thirteen yearlings, 24 broodmares, 
twelve weanlings and two stallions. 

Mr. Camp, who handled the myriad of 
detail in the dispersal of the Taylor stock, said 
that the underbidder on Miss Orestes was Mrs. 
L. B. Jennings, owner of the good Maryland- 
bred Exceedingly. 

Mrs. Jennings later acquired My Jerce (a 
7-year-old War Admiral mare in foal to Laugh 
Aloud) from the Woodside Stud of Mrs. 
Milton Erlanger for $15,000. 

Second highest price of the sale at $30,000 
was Choke Point, consigned by Samuel J. 
Lefrak. This 4-year-old mare was a winner of 
$27,000 and was sold in foal to Intentionally. 

Purchaser of Choke Point was W. P. Little, 
of Lexington, Kentucky. 

Mr. Lefrak also achieved the third and fourth 
highest prices of the sale, selling the brood¬ 
mare Rakahanga for $28,700 and the weanling 
filly by Intentionally out of Rakahanga for 
$28,000. 

Rakahanga, a 10-year-old daughter of 
Polynesian, was a winner of $21,000 and is the 
dam of stakes-winning Eff-Dee-Ar. She was 
sold in foal to * Royal Serenade from a 
May 29 cover. 

Purchaser of the attractive matron was L. B. 
Grimshaw, from Aurora, Ontario. 

Mr. Grimshaw said he had come to Maryland 
from Canada to buy only this one mare. He 
shipped Rakahanga to his farm located north 
of Toronto the day after purchasing her. 

"Her 1968 foal will be eligible for our 
Canadian foaled races,” said Mr. Grimshaw. 
" I usually sell the horses I breed as yearlings.” 

Highest price attained for any of the nine 
stallions which were auctioned was $9,000. 

This was the figure paid for 17-year-old 
Rejected who was consigned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Samuel M. Pistorio as agents for the Rejected 
Syndicate. 

Rejected was purchased by K. H. Eaves who 
operates a breeding farm in New Jersey. Mr. 
Eaves said Rejected will be syndicated and stand 
at his farm in Monmouth county. 

Underbidder on Rejected was Jervis Marshall, 
of Upperco. Mr. Marshall had also planned 
to syndicate the horse had his bid been 
successful. • 
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360 HORSES BRING $623,000 
FOR FALL SALE RECORD GROSS 


From the standpoint of gross receipts, the 
29th annual Maryland Fall Sales held last month 
at Timonium was the best on record. 

The 360 horses sold during the four sessions 
brought $623,750, far surpassing the record 
gross of $498,300 set last year when 418 head 
were auctioned. 

Last month’s average price of $1,733 was the 
second highest in the sale’s 29-year history, 
being surpassed only by the 1965 average of 
$1,757. 

Yearlings and horses of racing age were 
sold on the first two nights (Thursday and 
Friday, October 26-27) this year. Broodmares, 
weanlings and stallions were offered on the 
second two nights (Monday and Tuesday, 
October 30-31). 

A great number of the yearlings were 
turn-downs from September’s Eastern Fall Sales 
and the average in no way compared with the 
prices attained in the earlier yearling auction. 
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The Eastern Fall average was $4,472 (187 
head were sold for $836,300). Yearlings and 
horses of racing age in the Maryland Fall 
Sale (the first two sessions) averaged $1,047 
with 139 head sold. 

The second two sessions of the Maryland 
Fall Sale were much stronger with the brood¬ 
mares, foals and stallions bringing $478,200 
for an average of $2,164 (221 head).

Cyane Colt Sold In Eastern Fall Is Returned 


Because of a previously undetected wind 
affliction, a Cyane colt sold in the Eastern 
Fall Sale two months ago has been 
voluntarily reclaimed by his consignor, Dr. 
John D. Gadd. 

Purchased from the yearling auction for 
$10,700 by S. Bonsai White, the colt 
appeared at the time to be an outstanding 
racing prospect. 

But subsequent examination revealed a 
windy condition. Dr. Gadd’s decision to take 
the colt back evoked from Mr. White his 
warm thanks and congratulations. 

The Fasig-Tipton Company and the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association also 
applaud Dr. Gadd for his sportsmanlike 
gesture. 

John M. S. Finney, general manager of 
the Fasig-Tipton Company, late last month 
drafted the following statement which was 
approved by Dr. Gadd and Mr. White: 

"In the Eastern Fall Sale on September 
26, 1967, a brown colt by Cyane out of 
Hasty Venus, by Botticelli, consigned by 
Dr. John D. Gadd, was purchased for 
$10,700 by S. Bonsai White. 

"The colt was subsequently shipped to the 
Warburton Farm of H. Robertson Fenwick, 
Mr. White’s trainer, for breaking and prelim¬ 
inary training, at which time he displayed 
symptoms of a wind condition. 

"Veterinary examination by Dr. Charles 
Raker, at the University of Pennsylvania’s 
New Bolton Center, disclosed a wind 


affliction which renders the prognosis as 
to the colt’s racing potential highly 
uncertain. 

"Upon learning of this condition, Mr. 
White approached Dr. Gadd and the Fasig- 
Tipton Company requesting that the colt be 
returned to the consignor as unsold by 
reason of this defect. Fasig-Tipton informed 
him that under the Conditions of Sale the 
horse was not returnable, as the Conditions 
specifically exclude guarantee as to soundness 
of wind in horses of less than racing age, and 
that in Fasig-Tipton’s opinion any agree¬ 
ment to accept return of the horse by Dr. 
Gadd was entirely at his discretion and 
not required by the Conditions of Sale. 

"After a series of discussions among the 
parties involved, Dr. Gadd voluntarily 
offered to accept return of the colt with 
full refund of purchase price, provided 
that all facts regarding the entire transaction 
are fully disclosed. 

"Mr. White has accepted this offer, and 
the colt will be returned to Dr. Gadd’s 
farm in the next several days. Both Dr. 
Gadd and Mr. White consider the entire 
matter highly regrettable, as each believe 
the Cyane colt to be an outstanding prospect. 

"Mr. White further desires that it be made 
clear that he in no way impugns the 
character, competence, or integrity of Dr. 
Gadd, and that he personally greatly 
appreciates Dr. Gadd’s decision in the 
matter.’’

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Jay Trump’s Rider, 
Tommy Smith, 
Now A Maryland 
Breeder

-Tame, it will be recalled, came like light¬ 
ning to Crompton (Tommy) Smith, Jr. 

With Jay Trump beneath him, the amateur 
jockey in 1965 became one of the worlds 
most publicized riders when he brought the 
Maryland-bred steeplechaser home a winner in 
England’s Grand National. 

Two and a half years have passed. 

Jay Trump is being hunted by his owner, 
Mrs. Mary Stephenson, with the Camargo 
Hunt in Ohio. For the 10-year-old gelding, it 
is a quiet life—far removed from the cheering 
crowds of England and Maryland. 

And what about Tommy Smith? Is he still 
in the game, seeking other mounts for more 
fame, more glory? 

"I ride a little,” said the 30-year-old Virginia- 
born horseman. Tor the past two years I’ve 
gone to England for the J & B Whisky Tro¬ 
phy. It’s a race restricted to amateurs. They 
give you a free airplane ticket both ways. I 
never go abroad unless it’s a free trip. 

"Riding in that race gives me a good excuse 
to get my weight down to where I can get my 
clothes on again. I won the race last year and 
finished fourth this year. It was a lot of fun. 
I love England.” 

And how about his activities here at home? 
Is he riding races in this country? Fox hunting? 
Hacking around the countryside? 

"Not much,” Tommy answered as he walked 
across the lawn of his 125-acre Foxfire Farm 
in Monkton. "I’m concentrating on building 
up a band of broodmares. I think it’s more

important for me to spend my time on the 
farm than it is to be out riding. 

"Actually, I don’t have a hunter on the place. 
Frances (his wife) and I have three brood¬ 
mares and two foals. When I decide to go 
hunting I go down to Bobby Fenwick’s and 
ride with the Green Spring. I haven’t hunted 
here in the Elkridge-Harford country since I 
had Jay Trump.” 

It seemed strange to hear one of the world’s 
most famous riders talk so disinterestedly 
about riding. Could it be that he was no longer 
thrilled by the sport of fox hunting? The 
same sport which had been his father’s and 
grandfather’s most passionate interest? 

"Well,” replied Mr. Smith, "when you’ve 
been riding steadily for fifteen years it loses 
some of its appeal. When somebody says on a 
Sunday afternoon ’let’s go riding’, you react 
with a little bit of indifference. You know it 
won’t be as much fun as it used to be. 

"I hunted a little last winter with the Green 
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Stables existed but were in poor 
condition prior to purchase of 
Foxfire by Mr. and Mrs. Smith. 



Spring. Rode that horse Gin. I’ve hacked 
around my property here, and I had to ride a 
little to get fit before I rode in England in 
September. 

"But when it comes to hunting I’m one of 
those people who likes it all right without 
being a fanatic.” 

Oddly, Mr. Smith comes from a family 
which was positively nutty over foxhunting. 

His mother and father strapped him in a 
basket atop a pony when he was less than a 
year old and took him on his first fox hunt. 
When he was 4 years old he hunted his own 
pony. 

Except for a four-year period of rebellion 
(from 7 to 11) when he refused to ride 
either pony or horse, Tommy has spent his 
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life being deeply involved in the riding 
business—just as seriously and rewardingly 
as a professional. 

Now he has entered a transitional phase. 

Nothing he might do can substantially in¬ 
crease or diminish his fame as a rider. 

He is turning now to the commercial pro¬ 
duction of Thoroughbreds for flat racing. Will 
this take him back to racing competition as 
an owner? 

"No,” Tommy answered. "We’ll sell our 
horses as yearlings. Frances (who is Senator 
Daniel B. Brewster’s sister) and I aren’t inter¬ 
ested in becoming racetrackers. 

"As a matter of fact, I’ve never placed a 
bet on a horse in my life. I don’t like to 
gamble. I’ve got no interest in poker, gin 
rummy, craps and that sort of thing. 

"I guess I was put off of gambling as a little 
boy. My father was a patrol judge at Charles 
Town, and, for some reason, he used to take 
me with him to the races every day. I was a 
little kid, 4 or 5 years old. The crowds used 
to run over me, and I hated that long wait 
between races. Ever since then I’ve had a 
prejudice against gambling. 

"That’s why I like the racing in England 
and Ireland so much. I try to evaluate racing 
in a country by guessing how many people 
would show up at a race meeting if there 
were no betting. 

"I think France is just like the United 
States. If they eliminated gambling, nobody 
would show up. In England you’d lose a few 
customers, but not many. And in Ireland you 
wouldn’t know the difference! Everybody would 
still be there.” 

Currently owned by Mr. and Mrs. Smith 
are the following broodmares and foals: 

Resigned, b.m., 1950, by Bimelech-Paciencia 
by Brazado. In foal to Piano Jim. 

Fille En Gris, gr.m., 1962, by *Turn-to- 
*Ninevah by Palestine. In foal to Tim Tam. 

Home Product, dk.b.m., 1962, by Third 
Brother-North River by By Jimminy. Not bred 
in 1967. 

Colt foal by * Meeting out of Resigned. 

Colt foal by Gray Phantom out of Fille En 
Gris. 

Although the Smiths moved into their 
Monkton home in June, 1966, (the farm was 
previously owned by the late Thomas C. East¬ 
man) they were not equipped to foal their 
broodmares there this past spring. 

"As a matter of fact,” explained Tommy, 


"I was leery about foaling the mares myself 
because in all my years with horses I had 
never even seen a mare foal. So we boarded 
the mares with Frances’ sister (Mrs. Cary 
Jackson). 

"Well, when the first foal arrived we didn’t 
get there in time. We did see the second one, 
though. It’s amazing how quickly it can all 
be over.” 

Tommy’s present band of broodmares is 
only the beginning of his operation. "I want 
to level off at twelve to fifteen mares,” he 
added. "We’ll keep shopping the sales as we 
go along. Of course, I’m too green at this 
business to make all the decisions. I lean on 
Stanley (Hy) Petter for advice. 

"When it comes to auction sales, I look 
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at them as though they were a lot of work. 
But Frances loves them. She really gets excited, 
even if were not bidding. She loves to see 
horses bought and sold. She keeps all our 
records, too. With me things like that are a 
chore.” 

The Smiths’ farm faces on the Jarrettsville 
Pike, the second property on the east on the 
north side of the Hess road intersection. New 
fencing is the big goal at the moment ("the 
fencing was 30 years old when we moved in; 
we leveled it with a bulldozer”), but carpentry 
work in and around the barns is also getting 
priority. 

The farm, which is certainly one of the 
prettiest in Maryland, was developed by the 


late Mr. Eastman, a multi-millionaire from 
New York. 

"This place was just his lodge,” says Tommy. 
"His will was supposed to be one of the 
largest ever probated in Harford county. You 
can tell from the way he built this house that 
he didn’t spare any expense.” 

Would Tommy, in the years ahead, be keep¬ 
ing on eye out for broodmares which might

be expected to produce good steeplechasers? 

"Oh, no," replied the man who gained his 
fame with jumpers. "Nobody except Mrs. 
Marion duPont Scott actually tries to breed 
jumpers. American steeplechasers are horses 
who couldn’t make it on the flat. 

"Maybe in Ireland they still breed for 
jumpers . . . but not here. 

"I’ve even switched in my riding from 
jumpers to flat races. That race in England 
for amateur riders was on the flat. 

"I was really scared this year when a horse 
in front of me broke his leg. It was something 
that had never happened to me before. It was 
so sudden. No warning. You get a warning 
in jumping races. The field isn’t so closely 
packed together. 

"I had no time to react when that horse 
just came to a stop in one stride and spread- 
eagled his legs. I hit him with my horse and 
then two other horses hit him. It scared the 
hell out of me.’’ 

Interested in obtaining an observer’s reaction 
to the English race, The Maryland Horse 


contacted England’s "Racing Information Bu¬ 
reau" and asked for an account of the J & B 
Whisky Trophy with special emphasis on 
Tommy Smith. 

Quite promptly, Mr. Charles Croft mailed 
to us the following description: 

Mr. Tommy Smith paid a welcome 
return visit on September 16, 1967, 
to the beautiful Berkshire racecourse 
of Newbury, to ride his last year’s 
winner, Whisky Poker, in the J & B 
Whisky Trophy, a £1,500 mile and a 
half race for amateur riders spon¬ 
sored by Justerini & Brooks, the fam¬ 
ous whisky distillers. 

Tommy’s visit had been fixed up 
when burly trainer Jeremy Tree met 
Tommy at the Saratoga Sales, and he 
agreed to fly over to take part, and 
to meet his old friends in Lambourn. 

Before the race Tommy stayed with 
Gay Kindersley and his wife in their 
charming white house at East Gar- 
ston, not far from Lambourn. Gay is 
the delightful and enthusiastic Hon¬ 
orary Secretary of the Amateur Bid- 
ers’ Association of Great Britain, and 
a noted amateur rider, who bought 
a chaser to ride in Jay Trump’s Grand 
National, despite a twice-broken back 
and the threats of the doctors. When 
he fell many raceglasses were not 
moved forward with the runners until 
lie was seen to be (more or less) all 
right. 

Now he rides on the flat only, but 
unfortunately his entry Newman 
Noggs, went lame a few days before 
the J & B race, and he was without a 
ride. In honourable retirement in the 
paddocks at East Garston is Carrick- 
beg, who, owned by Gay Kindersley 
and ridden by John Lawrence, fin¬ 
ished a close second in Ayala’s Grand 
National in 1963. 

It had been originally intended that 
Tommy would partner Mr. J. H. Whit- 
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ney’s Golden Bolt who was better in 
at the weights than last year’s winner 
Whisky Poker. But Golden Bolt was 
pulled out on the day before for a 
race at the same course over a mile 
and a quarter which he duly won. 
So Tommy was united again with 
Whisky Poker, owned by Lord Mar- 
gadale, who had invited Tommy to 
stay with him after the race on his 
estate on the remote Scottish island 
of Islay. 

There was a big crowd at Newbury 
on a pleasant autumn day. The splen¬ 
did day’s racing also included the 
Peter Hastings Stakes over a mile and 
a quarter, the two mile Newbury 
Autumn Cup, won by Major Bose 
trained by Captain Ryan Price, and 
the Crookham Two Year Old Stakes, 
which was won as he liked by a very 
promising chestnut colt Hurry Hurry 
owned by Mr. H. J. Joel, trained by 


Noel Murless and ridden by George 
Moore. Next year this trio must have 
a not inconsiderable chance of bring¬ 
ing off an Epsom Derby double. 

There were twelve declared runners 
for the J & B Whisky Trophy, and 
they all ran. The odds-on favourite 
was the three-year-old chestnut colt 
Persian Raider, owned by Mr. F. R. 
Hue-Williams. Winner of two good 
races this year Persian Raider was 
ridden by Mr. Nick Gaselee, a popular 
young sporting journalist and a very 
good rider. It was, incidentally, Nick’s 
first wedding anniversary. 

Top weight of 12 stone was carried 
by Coronado, owned by Mrs. Rodney 

Fourth-place finish was best Tommy 
could do this year. He is shown 
at extreme left. Coronado was the 
winner with Rodney Edmondson.

Other notable horses included Ba- 
phael, who once ran out at Windsor 
racecourse and ended up swimming 
in the Thames. The horse, owned by 
the pianist Sir Francis Cassel, was 
partnered by Mr. Adrian Maxwell, a 
useful amateur; Lord Fermoy’s Early 
Bid, bandaged on his off-hind, was 
ridden on this occasion by Mr. Gerald 
Ward; and Moorland, a useful per¬ 
former on the flat this season, recently 
transferred to Fred Winter’s stable, 
was ridden by the sporting journalist 
and amateur rider Mr. John Lawrence. 

Tommy, looking very brown and 
fit, and riding rather longer than many 
of his competitors, took Whisky Poker 


steadily down to the start. The start 
was from the starting gate, not stalls. 
Tommy immediately drove Whisky 
Poker into the lead, seeking to repeat 
his win from the front of last year. 
Although he achieved a ten length 
lead over the first half mile coming 
into the straight, Whisky Poker faded 
swiftly, and was smoothly passed by 
the favourite, Persian Baider, whom 
Nick Gaselee took into a six-lengths 
lead. It looked as though nothing 
could catch him. 

Then tragedy struck. There was a 
crack like a pistol shot. Persian Baider 
had broken his off-fore fetlock and 
stopped dead in a single stride, al¬ 
though he did not fall. Tommy Smith 
on Whisky Poker was one of those 
who could not help striking into him. 

Coronado then took up the running, 
and went on virtually unchallenged 
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Box 124 • Laurel, Maryland 


to a five-lengths win, followed home 
by Early Bid and Moorland. Tommy 
Smith was a close-up fourth on Whis¬ 
ky Poker. 

“But for running into Persian Baid- 
er when he broke his leg, I would 
have been third,” Tommy told me 
after the race. “But I had no chance 
to win. Whisky Poker is not the horse 
he was last year.” 

Coronado was a 33 to one shot, and 
the first winner of any kind ridden 
by fair-haired Bodney Edmondson, 
aged 26, a company director, who has 
had some 20 rides under Buies. His 
wife was presented with the magnifi¬ 
cent Skeaping bronze trophy of a race¬ 
horse by Lady Murray, wife of the 
chairman of Justerini & Brooks, while 
he received a pair of gold cuff-links 
and a case of J & B Whisky. There 
was a case of whisky also for trainer 
Mr. George Beeby, and cuff-links for 
Mr. Ward and Mr. Lawrence who 
rode the second and third horses. 

“The horse came to me ten weeks 
ago out of a field,” said Mr. Beeby. 

This was not Tommy’s only appear¬ 
ance on Newbury racecourse that af¬ 
ternoon. Dutch amateur rider Mr. 
Budy Kommers had entered his horse 
Escurial II for the race, and had sent 
him over to England. Unfortunately 
owing to postal delays his declaration

arrived too late, and the horse could 
not run. 

To avoid total disappointment to 
the sporting Dutchman, a match was 
devised, which was officially styled 
“a gallop after racing” between Mr. 
Kommers and Tommy who sportingly 
accepted the Dutchman’s challenge.

A remarkably large, sporting crowd 
remained behind to cheer them on, 
including not only all the amateurs, 
but many leading trainers. The match 
was started by Gay Kindersley, and 
the Dutchman set off in the lead, hut 


it was obvious that Tommy Smith 
was in a very favourable position, 
and when they entered the straight he 
drew past Rudy Kommers and won 
pretty well as he liked. The finish was 
judged by Mr. Ralph Cobbold, man¬ 
aging director of Justerini & Brooks, 
and the riders passed the post to vol¬ 
leys of hunting halloos and cheers.

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Damascus Is Part Of 'Real Maryland 
OulfiF, Says Thomas Bancroft

While watching Damascus prep for the 
big races earlier this season, Thomas Bancroft, 
husband of the owner of the 3-year-old 
champion, leaned over the rail at Laurel one 
day and talked about the tradition behind the 
speedster. 

"Were a real Maryland outfit,” he said. "My 
wife is from Prince Georges county over near 
Bowie and our trainer, Frank Whiteley, is a 
native of the Eastern Shore. I’m from Mont¬ 
gomery county, born and raised at a place called 
Norwood near Sandy Spring. Although we have 
a house on Long Island and a cattle farm in 
Virginia, I’ve always considered Montgomery 
county my home. 

To the racing world, Mrs. Bancroft may have 


the edge in national recognition. For almost 
a quarter century, the Belair Stud, owned by 
her father, William Woodward, Sr., dominated 
Thoroughbred competition. He was chairman 
of The Jockey Club and his trainer was Sunny 
Jim Fitzsimmons, most noted conditioner since 
the turn of the century. 

William Woodward, Jr. eventually inherited 
the stable and its famous silks of red dots on 
a white background. These silks were worn 
by the best jockeys, on the best horses, from 
the early ’30s ’til 1955 when the son was 
killed in a gruesome shooting accident. 

The Belair stable was sold at a dispersal. The 
farm went to a developer, but Mrs. Bancroft 
retained the silks.

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Two hundred and fifty years of association 
with racing disappeared with the sale of 
Belair, but Norwood has continued to keep up 
the tradition of pre-revolutionary times. It was 
built in 1750 and has been in Bancroft’s 
family for more than a hundred years. Orig¬ 
inally about 148 acres, it has been reduced 
slightly by the sale of two small sections. The 
latest was a 37-acre plot to the Friends School 
nearby. 

Bancroft commutes from Norwood when 
handling business in Baltimore. He is an 
executive with the Mt. Vernon-Woodberry 
Mills, Inc. and is on the board of directors of 
several firms in the United States and in Europe 
such as the United Fruit Company, the Fidelity 
Phoenix Fire Insurance Company and the 
Niagara Fire Insurance Company. 

Since the Bancrofts were married in 1929, 
they have been interested in race-horses and 
until a few years ago, when Mrs. Bancroft 
became ill, they rode on the properties on Long 
Island and Norwood. In the last four or five 
years, the stable has increased gradually in size 
but the quality accelerated rapidly. 

Bancroft, a Princeton graduate, asked his 
former polo-playing rival, Raymond Guest, for 
permission to use Guest’s trainer, Whiteley, to

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condition a couple of the Bancroft runners. 

Whiteley built up an excellent reputation 
in Maryland for his handling of Bronze Babu, 
then later, Tom Rolfe, Guest’s colt who won 
the Preakness in 1965. 

"We didn’t have much of a stable until 
Hedevar came along,” Bancroft said that day 
at Laurel. "He held the world record for 
running a mile, but it lasted only a week or 
so, until Buckpasser broke it again. I suppose 
the only claim I have to fame is that at 
Norwood, my neighbor is Dean Rusk.” 

But since that statement, Bancroft has found 
a much more pleasant way of becoming a 
celebrity. His formula was to find a trainer 
like Whiteley, then be lucky enough to come 
up with a horse carrying the bloodlines for 
such speed and stamina. 

Some of the famous Belair runners were 
named for towns, such as Nashua, Omaha 
and Johnstown. The Woodwards saved such 
names for youngsters of promise, so naturally 
when the Bancroft’s first good one came along, 
they had picked out a special name for him. 

The sire was Sword Dancer, thus the steel 
of fine swords, Damascus steel, seemed fitting 
and grand enough when rolled off the tongue 
of a television announcer. The town of

Damascus, Md. was within a few miles of 
Norwood, so the name seemed a natural. So 
was the colt. 

After running second in his first start, 
Damascus didn’t lose again until the following 
spring, and his two-year-old campaign included 
a triumph in the prestige-laden Remsen stakes. 
That was where Willie Shoemaker picked out 
Damascus as his Derby horse for 1967 and 
although they missed in the Kentucky Derby, 
Shoemaker isn’t sorry he stayed with the 
Banroft horse. 

The powerful late rush of Damascus 
has earned first-money in the Bay Shore, 
Wood Memorial Preakness, Belmont, Leonard 
Richards, Dwyer, American Derby, Travers, 
Aqueduct stakes and Woodward. 

Sandwiched in are three losses, to Dr. 
Fager in the Gotham, to Exceedingly in the 
DuPont and to Proud Clarion in the Kentucky 
Derby. 

When the horses came onto the- track at 
Louisville, Whiteley could be overheard in the 
stands to say "Were not going to win it. He’s 
broken out in a sweat and he’s fidgety.” 

Whiteley decided later it was the infield 
crowd’s exhuberance over the big race, and the 
band that played "My Old Kentucky Home” 
as the horses began their final warm-up. 

It has not been disclosed what Whiteley did 
when they returned to Laurel, but two weeks 
later, in the Preakness at Baltimore, the son 
of Sword Dancer ignored the crowd and his 
rivals. 

Bancroft then became a familiar figure on 
the cover of racing magazines and in news¬ 
papers as he led the colt into the winner’s 
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circle. The victories came so rapidly that at 
times, Thomas Bancroft, Jr., and William 
Bancroft would substitute for their father. 

After winning the Belmont, last of the 
Triple crown events, Bancroft, Sr. was asked 
to join The Jockey Club, the organization 
which has among its membership most of the 
important stable owners in the nation.

Mrs. Woodward was in the infield to accept 
the trophy, then she made her way across the 
track and reminisced about the old days. 

"We had so many good times in Maryland,” 
she said, "and there were so many good horses 
and so very many winners. I was happy to see 
this horse win for Edith, especially here.” 

And what about the loss in the Kentucky 
Derby, most famous race in the world? The 
lady didn’t even offer an excuse. 

"Why, that horse just didn’t like Kenmcky. 
He likes to run his good race here, where he 
can show off for the home folks.” •

Book Reviews 

Between The Stirrup And The Ground 
By Holmes Alexander 
National Press, Inc. 

128 C Street, N. E., Washington, D. C. 

Price $5.95 
313 Pages 

Persons who live outside the State of 
Maryland—and Marylanders who live outside 
the world of foxhunting—may find this 
autobiographical book by Holmes Alexander 
deadly dull. 

But for those who live among foxhunters in 
Maryland, "Between The Stirrup And The 
Ground" will prove an engrossing narrative 
involving nearly every personality who com¬ 
peted in timber racing during the late 1920’s 
and early 1930’s. 

Mr. Alexander reveals himself to be an 
uninhibited forthright person who is not 
hesitant in complimenting the devil and 
lambasting the saints when the occasion 
warrants. 

Had Mr. Alexander exercised his own free 
choice in determining his course of life, he 


undoubtedly would have been a professional 
horse trainer instead of a teacher, newspaper¬ 
man and politician. But his mother and father 
both opposed his dreams in that direction, 
and he w.as not able to shake loose from their 
domination. 

He did exercise free choice in his selection 
of a wife (a school teacher rather than a 
"valley girl” preferred by his mother), but in 
most of life’s important decisions Mr. Alexander 
was governed by his mother’s possessive 
domination and his father’s ample wealth. 

A dedicated horseman who took back at no 
fence, Mr. Alexander loved Maryland for its 
horses but for little else. He is extremely 
critical of the State’s wealthy, horse-oriented 
society and seems to find himself truly 
comfortable only when visiting Virginia, West 
Virginia and England. 

His range of friends include the late Louis 
McLane Merryman and McDonogh School’s 
former headmaster, Louis E. Lamborn, both of 
whom he regarded with fondness. 

The insights into the mores of Maryland’s 
highest society in the 1920’s and 1930’s are 
fascinating. Some of the names he uses are 
real, others are pseudonyms. 

A reader can fairly well determine in advance 
his interest in this book.

Except for the fact that the title of this 
book should be "The Hunt Country of Virginia’’ 
instead of "America,’’ there is little to find 
fault with in this portfolio size volume of 
text and wonderful old hunting photographs.

Worcester Smith, grandfather of Jay Trump’s 
famed rider, Crompton (Tommy) Smith. Rare 
photographs are reproduced, and the text is 
lively. 

Mrs. Slater, a Virginia foxhunter, newspaper¬ 
woman and magazine writer, has come up with 
a major contribution in this beautifully done 
book. It tells the Virginia hunting story from 
beginning to end, and there is even a chapter 
on Thoroughbreds and flat racing.

Discussed At Membership Meeting 


Th e first of four scheduled general member¬ 
ship meetings was held last month at the 
Marlboro race track. 

Dr. Robert A. Leonard, the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association’s president, brought four 
separate matters to the attention of the 
eighteen owner-breeder members present, 
asking for discussion on each point. 

The evening’s principal speaker among the 
owner-breeder members was Peter Visher who, 
a little more than a week later, died suddenly 
and unexpectedly at his Habre de Venture farm 
near Port Tobacco. (Mr. Vischer’s obituary is 
on page 86.) 

The points outlined for discussion at the 
meeting by Dr. Leonard were: 

• A review of the federal tax problem now 
pending, 

• The tour of ten Maryland breeding farms 
by the general public on October 22, 


• A discussion and evaluation of The 
Maryland Horse, 

• The advantages and disadvantages of a 
training center. 

Other matters brought up by individual 
members and not included on Dr. Leonard’s 
agenda included the Maryland Fund Program 
and the method of electing the M. H. B. A.’s 
board of directors. 

A summation of the recommendations, 
criticisms and complaints follows: 

The members were informed by Dr. Leonard 
that the federal government is contending 
that certain income derived by the M. H. B. A. 
evolves from "unrelated business.” It is the 
government’s contention that the nonprofit 
M. H. B. A. should pay taxes on income derived 
from horse auction sales and other specific 
sources. This income tax problem originated 
three years ago and has not yet been resolved. 
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Membership meeting at Marlboro 
was held in the track's dining 
room. Eighteen owner-breeder 
members were counted present. 

On this income tax matter the members 
listened but made no recommendations. 

Background and goals of the farm tour were 
explained. Members were informed that all 
income derived from the tour would go to the 
Johns Hopkins University’s Animal Research 
Center. 

Members expressed themselves in favor of 
this tour. There was no discussion, only 
endorsement. 

Dr. Leonard outlined the financial problems 
of The Maryland Horse, stating that income 
derived from advertising falls considerably 
short of meeting printing costs. He asked the 
members whether it was their thinking that 
the magazine should be reduced in quality 
or whether advertising rates should be raised. 

Response by the general membership favored 
retention of the present scope and quality of 
The Maryland Horse. The membership was 
not opposed to raising the advertising rates. 
Two members, however, asserted that they 
would favor either a decrease or elimination 
of horse show coverage. The man who spoke 
longest on this point was the late Mr. Vischer, 
a former newspaperman and magazine editor. 
Mr. Vischer said the extensive coverage of horse 
show results was an extravagance and that the 
summaries were not- in keeping with the rest 
of the magazine. He recommended their 
discontinuance. 

Also speaking on this point was Herbert 
Lawrence, a school teacher and small breeder. 
Mr. Lawrence was asked by Goss L. Stryker if 
there were articles in the magazine which he 
would eliminate or if there was an apparent 
failure of coverage of important matters. Mr. 
Lawrence said he felt the coverage was adequate 
but that perhaps because he is racing oriented 
he would favor a reduction in the amount of 
space devoted to horse activities which do not 
pertain to Thoroughbred breeding and racing. 
Various other members (including Rhoda 
Christmas, Alda Clark, Walt her Ewalt and 
Fendall Clagett) gave the magazine a vote of 
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confidence by stating they would recommend 
no changes in its content. 

Dr. Leonard talked briefly on the training 
center legislation which is now before the 
General Assembly’s Legislative Council. 

Mr. Vischer vigorously opposed the 
M.H.B.A!s position on this legislation. His 
arguments were answered by the M.H.B.A.’s 
vice-president, Hal Clagett. The discussion be¬ 
tween Mr. Vischer and Mr. Clagett became 
heated, the former at one point collecting his 
papers and threatening to leave the meeting 
because, he contended, he was being given no 
chance to express his opinions. Mr. Vischer 
maintained that a training center could be 
financed by a few wealthy persons in Maryland 
without taking money from the pari-mutuel 
handle at the race tracks. 

Mr. Clagett asserted that the training center 
envisioned by the M. H. B. A. was far too big 
for private financing. He said it would be a 
20 to 30-million dollar undertaking with many 
things offered in addition to barns and a 
training track. Mr. Clagett said there would 
also be: educational and training facilities for 
stable personnel; a veterinary center; a library, 
museum and art center, and public participation 
and use of the grounds to encourage 
familiarization with the Thoroughbred industry. 

Although not on Dr. Leonard’s agenda, a 
long discussion developed on both the Maryland 
Fund program and the method of electing 
directors to the M. H. B. A.’s board. 

Fendall Clagett said he was the recipient at 
the race tracks of a considerable number of 
complaints regarding the Maryland Fund races. 
His points on the program included : races 
scheduled at too long a distance for 2-y ear-olds; 
races written unrealistically; need for a paid 
overseer of the Fund program. 

In response, Dr. Leonard said it is impossible 
to write races which will please everyone. He 
explained that the M. H. B. A. has only two 
votes on the five-man Maryland Fund Com¬ 
mittee and that the M. H. B. A.’s two members 
are sometimes outvoted by a 3-2 margin. He 
cited Timonium’s $15,000 one-mile 2-year-old 
race run in September, stating that the 
M. H. B. A.’s members had been outvoted on 
their recommendation for a shorter distance 
and smaller purse. Regarding a paid employee 
to supervise the Maryland Fund races, Dr. 
Leonard said the attorney general had ruled 
several years ago that such a salary could not 
be taken from the Maryland Fund and that the 
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M. H. B. A. is itself incapable of supplying the 
necessary funds. 

On the election of directors, Mr. Vise her 
asserted that the present board of directors is 
not geographically representative of the State’s 
breeding industry. He contended that the 
Baltimore county area has a disproportionate 
number of individuals on the 15-man board. 
Fendall Clagett proposed that directors be 
limited in their number of years of continuous 
election to the board. He said that after three 
years on the board , a director should be made 
ineligible for re-election for one year. Mr. 
Vischer suggested that some thought be given 
to the election of directors on a regional bans, 
different areas electing a varying number of 
directors , this to be determined by the number 
of breeding farms in each particular area. 

Dr. Leonard said these points were good 
ones and that they would be referred to the 
board of directors for discussion at the board’s 
next meeting. He said the by-laws would need to 
be altered if the board approved any suggested 
change in the election of directors. Janon 
Fisher, Jr., one of the M. H. B. A.’s original 
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incorporators in 1929 and a member of the 
board since the organization was founded, said 
that many methods of election have been tried 
during the M. H. B. A.’s 38 years of existence 
and that in his opinion the present system is 
the "fairest and best." 

Mr. Vischer expressed himself as being 
opposed to any M.H.B. A. member holding a 
directorship on any other board involved in 
racing. He particularly cited the case of 
M.H.B. A. members who serve as directors 
for the M.H.B. A., the Timonium race track 
and the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association. 

Dr. Leonard said he was not personally 
opposed to such dual and triple directorships. 
Hugh J. O’Donovan, the M. H. B. A.’s assistant 
secretary, also argued this point with Mr. 
Vischer. 

The meeting, which began at 8.15 P. M. 
concluded at 10.20. 

The next general membership meeting will 
be held in the Chesapeake City area. The date 
for this meeting has not yet been set. •

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1 never understand why it should be so, but 
in my household hunting mornings are always 
a hectic rush despite all the preparations I 
make the day before. This is a constant source 
of exasperation to my wife and amusement to 
my friends, who, without exception, claim that 
their hunting mornings are tranquil pools of 
unruffled calm. The most chaotic morning of 
the season is the one of the opening meet. 
With horses, tack, boots, spurs and whip all 
gleaming; coat, breeches, gloves and hat all 
glossy clean the day before and every possible 
preparation made; still invariably and inevita¬ 
bly on that morning an infinite variety of 
mischance makes chaos come again. My alarm 
fails, my razor burns out, the trailer has 
developed a flat tyre overnight. And when, 
finally, all obstacles overcome, I pick up my 
hat, gloves and whip and head for the door 
with twenty minutes in hand for a half-hours 
drive, one of my so efficient friends calls up 
from the depths of his tranquil pool of un¬ 
ruffled calm asking agitatedly if I have a spare 
spur strap or martingale. 

Having accomplished the half-hour’s drive 
in fifteen frenzied minutes, I rattle the mare 
out of the trailer, whip off her rug, pull up 
her girth and, perspiring freely, bump down 
the road to join the throng round the cross¬ 
roads where we traditionally meet for the 
first time each season. 

The clamour of tongues attains the volume 
of a cocktail party as I approach and the 
tenour of the conversation is not dissimilar. 
I’ve often wondered if the horses are saying 
the same sort of things to each other. There 
is much greeting of acquaintances not seen 
since last season, and some comment, sotto 
voce, on the deterioration in their appearance; 
favourable comment being made at full volume. 
The usual jokes are made on the usual subjects. 
The same legs are pulled as are always 
extended ready for the operation. Riders and 
foot followers mill and shift and clutter the 
cross-roads. The cars of the hunt supporters’ 
club effectively block all four roads for a mile 
around. No one cares, least of all the local 
tradesmen’s van drivers, who lean out of their 
cabs gossiping with anyone within earshot. 
The law, embodied in the local constable on 
his bicycle, has been here since before the 
meet, too preoccupied with passing the time 
of day with the hunt terrier man to tend to 
such mundane details as the regulation of 
traffic. This is the country, and the country is

gathered at its prime annual festival—the open¬ 
ing meet. The rest of the world can go hang 
the while; at any rate it can ruddy well wait. 

"Hounds, gentlemen, please.” The words 
bring order to the immobile chaos around the 
cross-roads. The hitherto impenetrable mass 
yields way like magic, and through the narrow 
path, led by the first whip, his lash hanging 
swaying before their eager noses, bustle the 
hounds, their heads and sterns high, bright¬ 
eyed, their excitement and gay enthusiasm 
infecting every onlooker. They are followed by 
the Master, hunting the bitch pack today, and 
the second whip. 

At a decent distance, behind the Field 
Master, the field range themselves into some 
semblance of order; to be inexorably amended 
by the first real obstacle into the divisions of 
those who go and those who don’t. In the 
rear of the scrimmage anxious parents on 
steady old reliables attempt to rally their 
over-enthusiastic young bouncing about on 
their over-eager ponies. At the far back the 
qualifiers teeter and sidle, their riders—and 
probable eventual jockeys—with their knees 
under their chins; the horses all eyes, froth, 
bandages and rubber reins. 

The first whip turns off the road into a 
field of standing kale through a gate held open 
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by the local council roadman. The hounds 
follow close. 

See’d a brace in there meself this mornin’, 
sir,” the roadman calls. 

"Thank you, Charlie,” says the Master. "Hold 
up, my girls, hold up then.” He halts and the 
bitch pack crowd round his horse, wriggling, 
quivering and grinning with excitement. "Tom, 
get on up to the top end, will you.” 

The first whip canters on alongside the 
kale to the far hedge and stands so that he can 
watch two sides of the field. The Master 
turns to the Field Master. 

"I don’t want him over the road into the 
wood, George. Line it will you—and no gaps. 
And send someone to watch the far side.” 

The Field Master nods at me and I trot 
down the road to where a track leads off 
beside the kale field. If the fox breaks on my 
side he must cross the open track, which has 
deep black ditches on either side. I note also 
that the hedge beside the kale is thickly grown 
to its foot with few small gaps, none of which 
look worn. I doubt he will come this way and 
look for my quickest way to hounds if he 
breaks on the first whip’s side. 

The field shuffles and shambles into a ragged 
series of clumps along the road. The qualifiers 
passage and piaffe down to the end of my 
track and halt there in a thin cloud of steam. 
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The Master pulls his horn from beneath his top buttons and begins to 
trot through the kale towards the far fence. ... a hound speaks . . . 1 


I’m delighted to see them there as they will 
effectively block the charge of the field behind 
me down the track if the fox breaks at the 
top end. Though I hate to think of the 
language that will fly if this does happen. 

The Master, satisfied with his dispositions, 
puts hounds in with a lift of his hand and a 
quiet "Eleu in then.” They need no more 
encouragement. They hurl themselves into the 
kale and disappear like a parti-coloured wave 
disintegrating on a rock. The kale standing 


high as a man’s waist, shakes and heaves above 
them as they plunge through it. Now and 
again a single hound leaps high over the tops 
of some thicker patch dropping back through 
the broad leaves again like a dolphin diving 
through green breakers. Another rears on her 
hind legs and stands, tongue hanging, head 
turning, looking for the tip of some waving 
stern to guide her, as our American friends 
would say, to where the action is. 

A red-brown shape slips from the edge of

the kale, under the roadside hedge, swerves 
across the road through a gap in the startled 
field and is up the bank and into the wood. 
Too late shouts echo and horses wheel and 
plunge. The Master turns and glares from the 
middle of the kale. The Field Master moves 
quickly to the spot. His voice has the quality 
of an ice saw. 

"Quiet.” A chilly hush. Then, "If you’d 
kindly stop coffee-housing and pay a little 
more attention to what you are asked to do 
we might just conceivably get a hunt.” The 
hush gets chillier. 

Just at this moment the first whip stands 
up in his stirrups, his gaze following the line 
of the hedge running away from the far side 
of the kale field, his hat at arms length above 
his head. 

The Master pulls his horn from between 
his top buttons and begins to trot through 
the kale towards the far fence. In the top 
corner a hound speaks, distinctively deep and 
short. 

The Master lets drive. 

"Yooi Ladybird. Hark to Ladybird. Hark to 
Ladybird all of yer. Yooi Ladybird.” And his 
horn twangs encouragement. 

Now the kale comes really alive as hounds 
drive through it converging on Ladybird’s 
corner. One after another they own her line. 
The green crop between the corner and the 
gap in the hedge through which the fox had 
slipped disappears, flattened under their surg¬ 
ing rush. The hedge staggers and heaves as 
they plunge through it or over it, and on they 
storm with the sound of a thousand bells, the 
Master’s horn screaming the gone away’ 
behind them. 

I ram my hat down firmly on my head and 
shorten my reins. The season has begun. •

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Marylanders Find Rain Can Be 
Fun On Trail Ride In Virginia

T he weather forecast indicated clouds and 
rain within 24 hours as 30 Marylanders—most 
of them members of the Marlborough and 
Potomac Hunts—packed their tack in the chill 
dawn of October 7 and headed for the 
Shenandoah National Park. 

The occasion for this mass exodus was an 
invitation from the joint masters of the 
Warrenton Hunt to take part in an overnight 
ride, for which 70 horses were shipped to the 
Blue Ridge from a total of eight hunts. 

The meeting place was near Syria, Va., about 
100 miles (mostly uphill) from the Maryland 
State Line. Accommodations for man and beast 
were at Graves’ Mountain Lodge, a unique, 
6,000-acre spread which sprawls across an 
impressive section of Madison county, where 
life hasn’t changed much since the original 


settlers named Graves began entertaining 
travelers in the late 18th century. 

Joint Masters Russell Arundel and William 
N. Wilbur of the Warrenton Hunt were busy 
greeting visitors who had responded in 
surprising numbers; at least 40 non-riders 
accompanied the mounted guests. 

Among those who arrived complete with 
horses and quantities of equipment were 
Undersecretary of the Treasury Joseph W. Barr 
and his wife, Berth Ann, who is an honorary 
whipper-in for the Potomac Hunt. The Nation’s 
Number 2 man in the Treasury rode his big 
bay, Cheval, and Mrs. Barr was on What’sis- 
Name. 

Also from the other side of the Potomac 
River were Dr. John A. Kneipp, MFH of the 
Potomac Hunt, on his point-to-point champion, 
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Chiron; and Alfred H. Smith Jr., past president 
of the Marlborough Hunt Club and now a 
member of its board of directors. The Smith 
family in recent years have bred and raced 
some of the country’s best steeplechasers, 
including Grand Chal a few years back, and 
the current "big horse” in the ’chasing game, 
Tuscalee. 

The pace was advertised in advance as a 
leisurely one, without any jumping, and Wilbur 
emphasized that "this ride is supposed to be 
for fun, and not an endurance test.” The leader 
of the hardy band was a fifth-generation native 
of the area, Jim Graves, riding a Tennessee 
walking horse which set a brisk pace over the 
picturesque trails. 

As the mounted group organized for its 
trip, a number of would-be hilltoppers sought 
directions on how to join the party at its noon 
luncheon destination, somewhere up there in 
the distant mountains. 

Well, somebody explained, it’s really only 
about 16 miles through the woods and over 
the Blue Ridge to Big Meadows, a major 
stopping-point on Skyline Drive, where the 
riders were scheduled to take their lunch break. 

But for those doomed to ride inconveniently 
in automobiles, instead of using the more 
direct method of horseback travel, there is a 
journey of 50 miles by road to Big Meadows. 
Unfortunately, Virginia’s veteran U. S. Senator, 
Harry F. Byrd, who deeply loved the Blue 
Ridge and particularly Old Rag Mountain 
nearby, had a political tiff with President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt back in the 1930’s. 
Because of this long-ago verbal skirmish, 
Madison county was denied access to the Federal 
park area—even though the county had given 
up about 30,000 acres of land for the project. 

At that time, mountain land was regarded 
as practically worthless, and was going for $3 
to $20 per acre, so it wasn’t much of a loss. 
On today’s market, the price is best described 
as "something else”—but alas, the protagonists 
in the fight now are long deceased, and nobody 
has done battle recently on the subject of the 
park’s access roads. 

While the happy riders wended their way 
up the Rose River Trail, a misty drizzle began 
to fall. And as it happens so often in the 
mountains, a heavy fog descended with the 
rain, reducing visibility to about 15 feet. 

Dimly, through the fog, onward and upward 
rode the Bold 70. 

Occasionally, a pleasant little atmospheric 


change took place. The fog would lift briefly, 
and the tourists would shout: 

"Look, look, there’s a beautiful tree! ” 

And in glorious autumn technicolor, too. 

Even without sunshine, there was much to 
be seen along the way. The most popular 
single attraction (not counting lunch) was 
Dark Hollow Waterfall, which wasn’t affected 
by the foggy day because its dense surroundings 
keep out the sunlight at all seasons of the 
year. 

The non-riding contingent, including members 
of the Graves family, made their way with some 
difficulty to Big Meadows, across 20 or so miles 
of fog-shrouded mountain roads. Their precious 
cargo included fried chicken, hot biscuits, 
other picnic delicacies and, inevitably, the 
apples that have been a main product of 
Madison County for 200 years. 

By the time luncheon ended, the fog was so 
thick that motorists could pass within a few 
yards of the large-sized picnic without 
realizing that 70 horses were close by. 

A number of riders had made arrangements 
to meet their horse vans at Big Meadows, but 
even a mammoth 9-horse van was difficult to 
find. Some had planned to ride up the mountain 
and send their horses back at that point; others 
had figured that they would join the picnic 
group by car, meet their horses there and ride 
down the trail to Graves’ Mountain Lodge. 

Among the latter was Mrs. Samuel E. 
Bogley, who spent four hours searching for 
the picnic and finally drove down the mountain 
without ever locating her horse. In the group 
with her was Lewis C. Thomson, who confessed 
that he preferred picnics to horses, but would 
have been glad to find either. He and his wife, 
Bets, were hosts to 160 guests the night before 
at a "small fall ball” at the Potomac Hunt Club, 
and she had departed from her home at 5 A. M. 
to meet her horse for the van trip to the Blue 
Ridge. Many of the guests, who had straggled 
along at a later hour, were amazed to find her 
cheerfully aboard her big hunter. 

Also from Maryland came Mr. and Mrs. 
Maurice Flinn, David Stephenson, Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Ladd, Mr. and Mrs. Robert Beer, 
and two point-to-point riding brothers, Harry 
and David Semmes, with their wives. 
Unfortunately, Harry had suffered a leg injury 
several weeks earlier and was on hand in 
the role of spectator while his wife, Lutie, 
was the family representative on a horse. 
Although she began foxhunting only recently,

she marked up one of the really game 
performances of the Shenandoah happening; 
her horse had a missing shoe, which delayed 
her departure when the ride took off that 
morning. An hour later, with the shoe replaced, 
she took off at a brisk trot in pursuit of them. 

As the fog settled, she eventually became lost 
and found herself on the Skyline Drive— 
barely visible to motorists, but still pressing 
on to locate her friends. To avoid being run 
over, she waved for cars to go around her— 
and invariably, all the occupants waved back. 

"She trotted up that mountain, and we barely 
made it at a walk!” observed a much-impressed 
rider, when he heard about her lone odyssey. 

The weather grew colder and nastier, and 
much wetter, as the party hit the homeward 
trail. Many hours later, while the once-hapless 
hilltoppers now were enjoying the warm 
fireplace at the lodge, the riders dragged them¬ 
selves and their mounts into the big barns 
for the long doing-up process and, finally, 
feeding time for the four-legged survivors. 
Then the two-legged ones wearily returned to 
the lodge, changed clothes in accommodations 
ranging from luxurious to Lincoln-esque, and 
checked in for dinner. 

Open fires and hot food cheered everyone 
for the dancing that followed, but the rains 
continued to fall and Sunday morning found 
the lush valley in a dreary state of mud and 
more rainfall.

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Splints Pose Problem 
With Ranch Horses, Too

ints are bony enlargements on the cannon 

bone. 

To understand a little better the reasons 
why splints occur, let’s first look at the struc¬ 
ture of the horse’s legs. 

An understanding of the evolution of the 
horse will help. The earliest known ancestor 
of the horse was the size of a small dog and 
had five toes. The first primitive horse had 
lost the two outer toes and was a small 
animal with three toes. 

As evolution progressed, the two outer toes 
of the remaining three receded until the horse 
was carrying his weight entirely on his en¬ 
larged middle toe. A single toe was better 
suited for travel over the dry plains which had 
become the horse’s natural habitat. The two 


toes that disappeared left vestiges that can 
still be seen in the horse today. 

Many people believe that the ergot (the 
small solid ball found in the tuft of hair at 
the back of the fetlock) and the chestnut 
(the oblong horny material on the inner sur¬ 
face of the horse’s foreleg and hock) are the 
remains of these two toes. 

And on the horse’s leg there are today ves¬ 
tiges of the bones that were attached to the 
original toes. The horse’s ancestor originally 
had five metacarpal bones (front leg) and five 
metatarsal bones (hind leg). These five bones 
correspond with the bones in the human hand 
or foot. 

The outer two of these bones in the horse 
have completely disappeared, as have his outer 
two toes. The middle metacarpal (and meta¬ 
tarsal) has grown large and strong and is the 
cannon bone of the modern horse. The second 
and fourth metacarpals are shortened and small 
and no longer serve any purpose. They lie on 
each side of the cannon bone toward the rear 
and are called "splint bones.” 

Bones of man and animals, including the 
horse’s splint bones, are covered with a thin 
layer of membrane called the periosteum, 
which literally means "around the bone.” This 
membrane nourishes and protects the bone. It 
also plays a part in bone growth, especially

in young animals, because it has a layer of spe¬ 
cial bone-forming cells. 

In young horses the splint bones are rather 
loosely attached to the cannon bone. By the 
time the horse is five or six years old they are 
usually firmly fused to the cannon through 
calcified attachments. But sometimes, due to 
injury or vitamin deficiency, the places where 
the splint bones attach can become inflamed 
and painful. Whenever the periosteum is in¬ 
jured, inflammation sets in (periostitis). Circu¬ 
lation increases around the affected part and 
the injured area becomes swollen and feverish. 
This stimulates the bone-forming cells and 
they start to form more bone. If the inflam¬ 
mation is not treated it becomes excessively 
calcified, developing into a hard, bony lump. 
This unsightly lump of bone on the cannon 
is what horsemen for centuries have called a 
"splint/’ 

The most common cause of splints is strain 
and overwork in young horses, causing move-

ment between the bones and therefore injury 
to the periosteum. Hard work often causes 
splints in young horses whereas the same work 
will not harm a mature horse with fully de¬ 
veloped bones. 

The strains that most often cause splints in 
horses under six years of age are fast stops and 
turns, concussion caused by trotting or cantering 
on hard road surfaces, concussion caused by 
jumping on hard ground, and excessive strain 
on bones and tendons caused by poor con¬ 
formation or improper trimming and shoeing. 

When a young horse is worked too hard 
performing many fast turns or stops, the place 
on the periosteum where a tendon or ligament 
is attached to the bone may become over¬ 
worked and injured. Concussion is a major 


cause of splints when horses are ridden long 
distances over hard ground or at fast gaits on 
hard surfaces. Two mares that I owned when 
I was a girl developed splints before they were 
six years old, caused by travelling long dis¬ 
tances continually on hard ground. 

The shock of concussion (which is greater 
at the fast trot than at any other gait) is usu¬ 
ally absorbed and distributed through foot 
expansion and through the "give” and springi¬ 
ness of the horse’s pasterns and shoulders. 
Horses with well-sloped shoulders and pasterns 
have more "spring” than those of more 
straight-up-and-down conformation and are 
less prone to splints from concussion. 

But even horses of good conformation can

get splints during their early years if the 
severity and duration of concussion is great 
enough. On hard surfaces the shock is too 
great to be absorbed by "springiness” of action 
and distributed evenly through feet and legs, 
tendons, ligaments and bones. 

On hard ground the bones receive much 
more jar than they are meant to take, and in¬ 
flammation results. High splints up under the 
knee are caused from the concussion of knee 
bones jarring down upon the cannon and splint 
bones. And when splints in this area become 
too large they may interfere with knee action 
and greatly impair the horse’s usefulness and 
soundness, making him prone to stumbling 
and unsafe to ride. 

Splints can also be caused by direct injury 
such as a kick or a blow or from running into 
something solid. Young horses (especially 
those under three) often develop inflammation 
and potential splints from being bumped or 
kicked on the leg. Sometimes a horse of poor 
conformation will strike one leg with his other 
foot and cause a splint. Some very young 
horses develop splints due to nutritional bone 
disease caused by inadequate diet, vitamin 
deficiency or excessive vitamin and mineral 
supplementation. 

Splints can develop on any part of the splint 
bone. Each leg has two splint bones so the 
horse has eight altogether. But most splints 
occur on the inside of the front legs, and most 
of these appear about three inches below the 
knee. 

Splints usually cause lameness only in the 
early stages. When inflammation begins there 
might or might not be swelling with it, but 
careful examination of the lame leg will reveal 
the location of the soreness, for it will be hot,

and painful to the horse when pressed. Lame¬ 
ness will be most noticeable at the trot and 
most severe after the horse has been ridden, 
or exercised, on hard ground. In mild cases 
there will be no lameness evident at the walk. 

In time the splint calcifies if it is not treated, 
and the hard permanent lump develops. Lame¬ 
ness usually disappears and the splint is then 
considered a blemish rather than an unsound¬ 
ness. 

The exceptions are cases where the splint 
interfered with a moving part, such as a high 
splint hindering action of the knee joint, or 
a "pegged splint” which goes around the back 
of the leg interfering with the ligaments and 
tendons. Most splints are merely blemishes, 
but an old splint can flare up and become a 
problem if it is struck or reinjured. 

Splints are almost impossible to remove 
once they have calcified, so it is important to 
diagnose them early. Old chronic splints are 
best left alone, though sometimes pegged 
splints can be surgically removed if they vitally 
hinder the usefulness of the horse. Early splints 
should be treated in order to prevent the dis¬ 
figuring enlargement which lowers the value

of your horse. 

There are several methods used to treat 
splints. Young horses often develop soft lumps 
on the bone from injuries such as a bump or 
a kick, and these soft lumps sometimes go 
away on their own, but in as many cases they 
will harden and become calcified. 

On these soft, potential splints I have had 
good luck removing them by using a method 
to increase circulation. These soft lumps can 
all be removed during their early stages. I 
apply iodine during a treatment period of 
several days. Iodine increases circulation. I 
apply it to the lump area with an old tooth¬ 
brush and rub it in thoroughly with the brush, 
then rub the area vigorously with the concave 
bottom of a small jar or bottle. The concave 
bottom alternately exerts and releases pressure 
on the lump. The iodine and vigorous rubbing 
increases circulation which tends to help sluff 
away the lump. Several treatments will often 
be sufficient to remove the excess soft tissue. 

Potential splints caused by strain or concus¬ 
sion are a different matter. These do not show 
up as soft lumps, and, as I mentioned earlier, 
may not even be accompanied by swelling. If 
you have a young horse you are riding that

turns up lame, strain or concussion may very 
well be the cause. Fracture of the splint bone 
is commonly confused with splints, but with 
a fractured splint bone the swelling of the 
limb is usually spread over a larger area and 
the horse remains lame for a greater length 
of time. If ever you suspect that one of the 
splint bones may be broken you should have 
a vet check the horse and X-ray the limb. 

A fractured splint can be a serious problem 
and some of the treatments used for ordinary 
splints will only make the fracture worse.

caused by strain or concussion is REST. Do 
not use the horse at all. Pasture rest is ideal 
and much better for the horse than being 
kept up in a stall. 

Treatment for early periostitis is anti¬ 
inflammatory, using cold packs and astringents 
and anti-inflammatory drugs. Resting the horse 
for at least 30 days or longer while continuing 
treatment will often be sufficient to prevent 
the splint from calcifying. 

Treatment for a splint that is already pro¬ 
ducing new bone growth (chronic splint) is 
more complicated, and effectiveness of the 
treatment varies. Veterinarians employ several 
methods of treatment. Some use firing, or 
cauterizing the splint deeply, or injecting corti¬ 
sone directly into the splint area. Some use 
counter-irritants such as blistering. However, 
once the bone growth has started, it is not 
always possible to prevent the calcifying proc¬ 
ess that results in a splint. 

Needless to say, prevention is the best cure. 

Do not start riding young horses too soon, 
and don’t progress too fast with strenuous 
work until they are mature. A good horseman 
thinks first of his horse, and has TIME. 

In training a young horse there are more 
important goals than being able to compete in 
the next horse show. 

Another good rule to remember: never trot 
or gallop a horse on pavement, gravel or hard- 
packed ground. This goes for horses of all ages, 
for there are other ailments in addition to 
splints that can be caused by concussion. Some 
of these include founder and navicular disease. 

If you ride your horse wisely you will 
probably never have to worry about the prob¬ 
lem of splints. •
